CONNEMARA PONY STUD BOOK. 
Introduction to Volume I. 


The history of the development and improvement 
in all classes of live stock has shown, that the careful 
recording of pedigrees is the most effective way in which 
progress can be made. The Arab, the Thoroughbred 
and all the well known breeds of horses and ponies owe 
their pre-eminence and value to the fact that the history 
and breeding of each individual animal can be traced 
back for generations. 

The publication of a Connemara Pony Stud book 
is an attempt to foster and develop, on systematic lines, 
a native breed which has existed for centuries, the merits 
of which are recognised not only in Ireland but outside 
it. | 

In Connemara, unlike many other pony breeding 
localities, breeding mares work throughout the year ; 
consequently a form of natural selection for utility pur- 
poses is continually at work. Awkward, ill-tempered, 
or badly constituted animals are of little or no value 
to the Connemara farmer owing to the nature of the 
work which has to be done and to the conditions under 
which it has to be carried out. It will be understood, 
therefore, that only the very best can be retained for 
breeding which accounts for the fact that although un- 
suitable foreign blood has been introduced from time 
to time its influence on the permanent breeding stock 
has been slight. 

Though the pony population of Connemara has de- 
creased in recent years a large number of good typical 
ponies still remain, and most of the pony requirements 
of the country can be supplied from this area if imme- 
diate steps are taken to foster and develop the breed. 
The beneficial influence of pony blood in the grading up 
of saddle and harness horses has been recognised by 
breeders in every country. It has always been a source 
of such qualities as staying powers, intelligence, sound- 
ness and hardiness of constitution. The general distri- 
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bution of the Connemara pony throughout Ireland, which 
has been going on for many years, has undoubtedly 
affected beneficially the Irish horse breeding industry. 
Many well known Irish hunters, show-yard jumpers, and 
even steeplechasers owe their remarkable characteristics 
to an outcross of Connemara blood. 

Ponies vary slightly in size and character, according 
to the district in which they are bred, but it is generally 
admitted that a compact, short legged pony, about 13 
hands 2 inches high with good shoulders and true and 
easy movement is the most suitable type to develop. 
This class of animal, while eminently suitable for the 
work in Connemara is also the type which is likely to 
meet with most demand from outside. The aim of the 
Society is to secure by continued selection and careful 
fostering a breed of ponies uniform in size and shape, 
suitable for general utility purposes and which, when 
bred from under favourable conditions, would be capable 
of producing high class riding animals. 

Individual effort to improve a breed usually results 
in temporary benefit. The Society, therefore, look to 
breeders throughout Ireland for support and co-operation, 
Good foundation stock is available. Careful selection 
and intelligent breeding are all that are needed to ensure 
success.

EXPLANATORY. 


On December 12th, 1923, a public meeting was held 
at Oughterard under the auspices of the Galway County 
Committee of Agriculture, and the Department of Lands 
and Agriculture, with the object of forming a Society 
for the preservation and improvement of the Conne- 
mara Pony. 

The Rev. C. J. White, P.P., Roundstone, presided 
at the meeting which was attended by a large number 
of breeders and others interested in the project. A long 
and interesting discussion took place in the course of 
which various schemes for improvement were considered. 

It was the opinion of the meeting that best results 
were likely to be obtained by breeding only from care- 
fully selected native stock, large numbers of which are 
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still to be found in Connemara, and it was unanimously 
agreed to form a Connemara Pony Breeders’ Society. 

The Meeting gave effect to this decision and ap- 
pointed a provisional Committee with the Rev. C. NY 
White, President, and Mr. M. J. O’Malley, Hon. Sec. 

At a general meeting of the Society held subse- 
quently, the Vice-President, Hon. Treasurer, Council, 
Selection and Editing Committees were appointed, and 
Rules and Regulations drafted. 


OBJECTS. 


(a) The encouragement of the breeding of Connemara 
ponies and their development and maintenance as 
a pure breed. 

(b) The publication of a Stud Book for animals which 
have been inspected and passed as eligible for entry. 

(c) To arrange for the purchase of suitable registered 
stallions of the Connemara breed and for their loca- 
tion at approved centres. 

(d) To arrange for classes and prizes at selected shows. 

(e) To make arrangements for exhibitions and for special 
sales of registered ponies, with a view to encourage 
home and foreign trade. 

(f) To co-operate with the Department of Lands and 
Agriculture, the County Galway Committee of Agri- 
culture, and the Royal Dublin Society, with a view 
of more effectively promoting the work of the 
Society,

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REGULATIONS. 


The business of the Society shall be conducted by a 
Council, consisting of a President, Vice-President, 
Hon. Secretaries, and other members elected at the 
Annual Meeting of the Society. 

The Council shall appoint from the members of the 
Society, Inspection and Editing Committees. 

Any person desirous of becoming a member shall be 


_ proposed by one member of the Society and seconded 


by another, and elected by a majority of the mem- 
bers present. 

There shall be an ordinary General Meeting of the 
Society each year. This meeting only shall have 
power to make, amend, and rescind Rules. 

Each member shall pay an annual subscription of 
five shillings. Persons in poor circumstances who 
may wish to assist the Society will, however, be ad- 
mitted to membership on payment of a nominal 
subscription. 

Only animals, the property of members of the 
Society, shall be eligible for entry in the Stud Book. 
In order to be eligible for entry in the Stud Book, 
ponies must be inspected and passed as suitable by 
the Selection and Editing Committees. 

Members must observe all regulations and orders 
of the Council for the Government and work of the 
Society, and for Shows and Sales held by or in con-

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Report on Inspections of Connemara Ponies, April, 1924. 


To the Council, 


Gentlemen, 

We beg to report that we carried out the inspections 
of Connemara ponies from the 15th to 19th April, 1924. 
The results of the inspections may be summarised as

In making our selections we endeavour to adhere to 
the type of pony which made the breed famous in the 
past, that is a compact deep-bodied animal, short-backed 
and well ribbed up, standing on short legs, having good 
bone, sloping shoulders with well balanced neck and 
head. The ideal height we regard as ranging from 13 
to 14 hands and the average height of the selected ponies 
is about 13 hands 2 inches. | 

We paid particular attention to the action and selec- 
ted ponies of free, easy, and true movement. In this con- 
nection it may be well to mention that a number of 
ponies which might have been regarded as otherwise 
suitable were rejected owing to action which was 
seriously faulty. 

We are pleased to be able to report that the selected 
mares conformed to the ideal standard and that a large 
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proportion of them were excellent in type and quality. 
It was very noticeable, however, that the best mares 
were for the most part over ten years old and that taken 
as a whole the younger mares were somewhat disap- 
pointing. We are of opinion that the majority of the 
selected mares are as true to type and fully as good as 
the best which have been bred in Connemara in the past. 
After careful consideration we have come to the con- 
clusion that these will form an excellent foundation stock, 
which properly utilised, will become the basis of an 
‘improved breed of ponies that will prove admirably 
suited to local requirements and command a ready market 
further afield. 

It is clear that the good old native type has been 
disappearing in recent years from many districts and it 
is essential that an earnest and sustained effort should 
now be made to foster and develop the breed. 

In so far as the mares are concerned at all events, 
we are quite satisfied that there is still sufficient good 
material available. With regard to the stallions, how- 
ever, we regret that we are not in a position to report 
so favourably. It will be observed from the figures 
quoted above, that we inspected in all 35 stallions and 
of these there were only 5 which could be regarded as 
approximating to the desired type. The majority of the 
stallions presented for inspection were of a nondescript 
type and wholly unsuitable for the purposes of the 
Scheme. It appears to us that the breeders have not 
exercised the same care and judgment in the selection 
of their stallions as they did in the case of brood mares. 

While we are satisfied that the stallions now re- 
commended are of fair average quality and may, with 
advantage, be used for mating with the selected mares, 
we feel that an effort must be made to find for use in 
future years better class sires. We believe it may be 
possible to find such stallions in Connemara, or at least 
to breed a number of really high class sires by mating 
the best selected mares with the stallions we now recom- 
mend for approval. From the detailed lists which ac- 
company this report the present location of both the 
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selected mares and stallions can be ascertained and we 
desire to submit for the consideration of the Council 
the necessity for making a more equitable distribution 
of the available stallions so that a registered stallion 
may be within reasonable distance of all selected mares. 
All mares and stallions were submitted to a strict 
veterinary examination and those now recommended for 
registration were passed as sound and free from heredi- 
tary disease.
